The man who 
mentioned it was at onco threatened 
by a young man named Fox. Ho at 
once reported this threat, and the 
same night his house was burned 
over the heads of himself aud his fam- 
ily. There have been throatoniug no- 
tices since, one of them being posteil 
on the chanel gate. The people are 
afraid to be speaking to the Police, 
and the steward of Mr. Youug has 
been warned that his life is iu danger. 
The witnesses gave evidence at the 
risk of their lives, and not the small- 
eat attempt has beentmade to claim 
the immensejjreward offered for the 
murderer.

GAMBETTA'S SPEECH AT LILLE. 



Tho ITtteraucei -for which he is being 
FroseoatedBif t^e Goyemmsnt. 

Paius, Aug. irtli. — Qambelta, at Lillo, 
eulogized tho stLill of tho late Chamber in 
avoiding thos iiazi'iiS set for it, and ridicul- 
ed the t^iiargo oH latent Hadicalism — an 
ambiguity aad falsehood— on which it 
was dissolved. ZIts real offense, ho main- 
tained, vras that dt was laying a flnejoun- 
datiou for th& ffiopublican edifipa, Tlnd 
wiuning tho kmat of tho Nation. He ap- 
piaudeel tho culiaiicHS of tho country un- 
der tho pro voc_'al: ious of personal jiower, 
aud its atricllvccaiifiuing itself to legal 
and judicial loisistauce. This plan, to 
which Svdtzeiliuud aud England owed 
their liberties, jitai always been neglected 
iu PriiQce, or act Bufiacieutiy persevered 
in; but tho lon-de rs of the bar had now be- 
conio tlio prot<;ct:ors of tho i)iiblic liber- 
ties, aud had t:liin3 giaiued tho first rank 
as political eiliioaitors of tho I'rench i De- 
mocracy. It was . therefore, easy to predict 
tliat the people rwould not deviate from 
the pnth of legib reaistance, and would 
not give tho neswspaper banditti, who 
hoped for coupsd'elut, any opportunity of 
resortiug to forc.oand of savincr society 
by bayonets.

THE DRY DOCK. 

No articla that could be penned, no dis- 
patch that could ta^witten, would ropre- 
sent as forcibly th« nioesBity of the im- 
mediate construction of n drydoclc at Ea 
quimalt as the prcBcnco in our port to-day 
of two fino ships, Jisablod through colHs- 
iou, and requiring oxteuaivo repnirH Loforo 
thay will bo ahlo to proooed on their voy- 
ages. With a drj-dock at Esquimnlt botli 
Teasels could bo taken out of tho water, 
the extent of their damngo quickly ascer- 
tained and tho ucoesaary repairs made. 
But with tho imperfect means at com- 
mand the repairs will require consider- 
able time to effect, and tho .expense en- 
tailed will neooBBaiily be very great. One 
cannot help asking what.vonld have teen 
the effect had either of tho disubled sTiips 
beena man-of-war— say the magnificent 
Shaiii or the Opal;— where would the 
means be found this sido of San Frauuis- 
00 to render her seaworthy ? Tho Capo 
Clear hasa gapiug hole in hor side six 
feet wide. Iiuagino a liratclaaa man-of- 
war in Esquinialt harbor with daylight let 
in through her ribs and no uppliancos 
there to place her in a soagoiug condi- 
tion. Tho veisel would be practically 
ruined, and would probably never bo sent 
to fcCft again. It is disasters such as that 
in tho lloada ou Fiiday night that ahould 
move tlio Imperial Goverumeut to adopt 
immediato blcps to assist tho Proviueo in 
the couBti ucliou of tho drydock at Esqui- 
mau, or to take over and finiah the work 
themselvoB. We are glod toobsorve frrm 
a paragraph in Bear Admiral DeHorsey'a 
reply to tUe address of tho New ■Westmin- 
BtorTown Council, that that geii-tleman 
is alivo to tho necoi-sity of an early com- 
pletion of the drydock wbich is of greater 
importance— sneaUing from uu Impel ial 
standpoint— than the early construction 
of the overland railway; 

"AnotLer question of especial interest 
to mo, an a naval ollicer, is tho construc- 
tion of a dock at Esquimau. Viewing the 
excellence of the site, I trust, moaus for 
its completion will be forthcoming. This 
work could not fail to be a grtat lu-uelit 
to the Province, aud for the Eoyal Navy 
it is most desirable." 



THE CASSIAR ASSIZES. 



"What a wonderful spectacle— what a cre- 
ditable shon-ing! A community of fifteen 
hundred men of all nations, colors and 
oreed.s, working together in anew mining 
-camp— beyond the re^ob of domestic in- 
flnoocea to Bolten and- correct their na- 
tures;— i?itbout a police force; destitute 
of olinrohea and spiritual toachers-this 
strange commTinity,living under circum- 
stances peculiarly unfavorable to the prac- 
tioo of the cardinal virtues — when visited 
by r.

* foom—was tempted to erolaim, "There is 
absolntely nothing for me to do— Othel- 

'' lo's occupation 'a gone. " Beyond a few 
oiVil' causes, which were quickly got 

■^^through, there was no business to como 
beforp the Court. "Wo venture to say thai 
no community on the face of the earth 
could make so creditable a showing as 
this. It speaks volumes in favo;; 
of tho way in wbich Justice is adminis- 
tered in liritinh Columbia. There is no 
elective jndicia'-y Lore, consccjueutly a 
judge is not deterred from doiughia duty 
by a fear that should ho visit a criminal 
with exemplary punishment all the crimi- 
nal's rcliUions aud friends will vote 
auaiiiHi til" judge at tho next election. It 
is tho abnoliito certainty of puiiishuieiit 
tliiit ijreventH men committing crime in 
British Columbia; and it is tho compara- 
tive) imiiiuiiity from judicial i)uuishineut 
tliat gives tho judges of California full 
dockets to try at every little miuing 
•jcsanp, and renders a resort to lynch law 
frequently necessary to purify the moral 
atmospkere. 

THE WAR. 

The Eussian cause seems hopeless. .\f- 
ter lighting at Plovna from Saturday till 
TucHday they captured uomo of tho re- 
doubts, and hold them until tho follow 
iug ovouiiig, when they were driven from 
all but one of tho redoubts and that is 
rendered unteijalilo by tho constant artil- 
lery tire of the Turks. Osman Paal^i at- 
tacked the Bassian rear on Wednesday 
and was driviDg them at last accounts. 

: ;\STATE OF THE FIRE DEFABTMENT. 

W« cannot recall any document a jiern- 
aal of which has afforded us inoro gen- 
uine plonsuro than tho last annual report 
of the Chief Engineer of the Fire Depnrt- 
mont of this city. Tbit tho brigade in 
a high ptato of elliciency is atlcst"d by the 
fact that the lo:ia by lire during thotwelvo 
months hui been iusigniticant. But for 
tho Oecidentnl lilock tiro— whi'.'li occur- 
red a day or tivo bcfoio tho yc.ir expired 
and which nlono involved a losi of Sl!i,- 
471, tho damage would lmv3 beenso slight 
ail to be Bcorcely worthy of notice, $16,- 
203 damage by iif a in one.^ear ina oity of, 
6000 inhabitants and largely built up of 
iaflammable materiuls, is surely insignill- 
oant and is the best proof of the nsefiil- 
ne»n of on inatitution whiohjggg^dl^W, its 
«erTioo» friely, and without oTW j^ JjVpo^ 



of rewtird. Tho Chief Engineer makes 
several seubiblo suggestions « itli a vif.'w 
to increasing tho valuo of tho brigade as a 
means of cbeckiog conilngrations. Theso 
suggestions will probably reoeivo duo at- 
tention in tbo proper quarter. In remark- 
ing that Victoria^ Fire Department la a 
credit to her, we merely roi)eat what

Wo rejoice that so competent an au- 
thority should have an oppcrtunity of 
inspecting the vast resourses of the Main- 
land, more especially as we deem your 
virtit evidence of n dosiro on your part to 
become ao([uniutQd with our soa ap- 
proaches and harbor advantages, which, 
we believe, aro second to none on tho Pa- 
cii'ic Coast. 

Trusting the day is not far distant^whon 
we shall have tho gratification of seeing 
your squadron anchored in Burrard Inlet, 
feeling, as wo do, that whether there or in 
any other part of tho globe, recent events 
have fhown that England's honor could 
not lie confided to better hands than ouo 
who has indisputably proved himself ablo 
and willing to protect our commercial 
rights, and enforce respect for the time- 
honored flag.

I beg to thank yon heartily for the ad- 
dress you have been good enough to pru- 
Bt'Ht to me this day, in your names and 
in those of your fellow citizens, express- 
ing ytuir pleasure at the event of my visit 
to the city of New iVestmin.ster; 

The cordial welcome to yuurcity wiiioh 
you have extended to me has been coueh- 
ftil in llittering terms to which personally 
I can lay no claim, hut which I galiily 
accept as being addressed not so much to 
mo individually, but rather in luy capici- 
ty ill humble representative of our naval 
power iu the Paoido Ocean, and of tho 
glorious profession to which it is my 
pride to belong. 

In visiting this part of tbe extensive 
naval station at present confined to my

even so short an expedition as that to 
Boston Bar via Talo, to form some slight 
idea of the ditliculty of making a railroad 
across tho Cascade Range, and of the me- 
thods by which tho ubla engineers now 
engaged in tho survey i^roijoso to sur- ) 
mount those difliciiltir s. 

After merely so short a stay it would be 
presumption on my part to express an 
opinion as to the best site for the termi- 
nus, but I may venture to affirm that tho 
following conditions are essential: — 

1. A good port for all sized ships. 

2. A safe approach from sea at all "sea- 
sons of the year, and were fogs are not 
too prevalent. 

8. That it shall be so situated as to be 
advantageous to the more populated parts 
of British Columbia. 

Another question of especial interest to 
me as a noval oflicer is tbo construction of 
a dock at Esquimalt. VievYing tho excol- 
lence of tho site, I trust that means for 
its completion will bo forthcoming. This 
work could not fail to be a great benefit 
to the Province, and for the Royal Navy 
it ts most depirablo. 

I iiin verj desirous of visiting Burrard 
luiot in tho Shah and, if practicable, with 
one or two other ships of H.M. squadron, 
but it is doubtful whether I sboll be able 
to do so this season.

London, Sept. I t. — A "Times' "cor- 
reypondeut with the llussiau army says 
of Tuesday 8 ussnult ou Plevna: The 
Tbo Turks presented an obstinate front 
aii<i iired steadily from sheltered 
trenches, ihiii wa^i at 2 o'clock iu tbo 
aftenioou iiud for nearly two long 
hours the same aflfair weut on. The 
fore^^oing evidently referS to tbat part 
of the operation coiiduclod by Gouerul 
Shoveloffaud concurs with tho account, 
also from an nyewitiiess, which says 
tbat General ShovelofT in adviiuciug 
upon the Sofia redoubts at 11 o'clock 
was attacked by the Turks who e^Uied 
out to meet bim. He beat tbem back 
ami then attacked himself; but could 
make no headway for two hours under 
awful lire from the earthworks. Ho 
renewed tho uttacR at 4 o'clock; but 
without succ'OHB simply holding his 
own, but gaining no ground. His loss 
mu.st bo very great. For fifty minutes 
the fusilade was like the roll of drums. 

The '"Times'" account of operations 
in other part:^ of the field is as follows: 
At ton luiiiutca before 1 o'clock iu 
in tbe afternoon tbo brigade of Gen- 
eral Oottoff's corps, supported by 
seven other brigades, attacked the 
centre redoubt ou the south side one 
and ouo half miles from Rudizvo. Tbe 
attack was repuLsed by a rillofiro after 
lasting ninety niinute.s. It was re- 
newed at G o'clock in tbe evening when 
twelve battalions of Busaians advanced 
witb most splendid and devoted 
bravery right up to the ditch. Carry- 
ing scaling ladders they surrounded 
the redoubt ou three sides and hung on 
to it iu tho mcst iii.*giiilicent manner. 

At •1:15 p. in. tbcy wero actually iu 
tho redoubt, but notbin<3f mortal could 
face the fire from the repeating rifles. 
They wero doalroyed by hundreds at a 
few puces. At-i:50p.m. thosurvivora 
foil slowly back. The llounianians at 
this time, witb tho personal ob.serva- 
tion of the Emperor, threo tim^a 
assaulted the must salient central 
redoubt, lower down than that of 
Gravitza, but wero always beaten back. 
Their scaling ladder piudie« wero kill- 
on tho countcr.scarp of tlio ilitch to tho 
last officer and man. At 5 p.m. the 
assault bad been repulsed all along tho 
wliole line and very few reserves fe- 
luained on hand. 

News was brought tho Czar at daybreak 
ou Wednesday tli.u at; seven on Tuesday 
evening two l)risk llu'-^sian brig.ides had 
carried the redoubt where the Rounfan- 
lans had been repulsed in the nfteruoon, 
aud after sustiiiuing a counter attack from 
tbe Turks followed them up and took tbe 
next redoubt which was captured, and 
which partially commands tho rot-t, and 
can with a litt e work be convurto.l into 
til" !U'j;;:.:i of n pp; oaidiing al 1 tbo rest ia 
turn.

THE TURKS EECAPTURE TWO RE- 
DOUBTS AT PLEVNA ! 

AND EEAF ANOrilER REDOUBT 
PULL OF DEAD RUSSIANS 
AND RuVMAMANS I 



London, Sept. 15.— A dispatch from 
Shumbi says Osman Pa^ba has attacked 
the Russians iu great force at Dubuit on 
the road from Plevna to Sofia, where they 
had fortified themselves. The Russians 
wore badly beaten and have lost several 
thousand meu, besides many guos. 

St. PiiTiiRsnoKO. Sepl. 15. — 'The Rus- 
sian police have discovered aNibilistcon- 
spiracy- to assassinate tbe Czar on the bat- 
tlefield. 

London, Sept. 15. — A corre.spondent 
toloHraphs as follows fnmi Bucbaresi Fri- 
day night:— I left tho battlefield before 
Plevna at noon yesterday. The two re- 
doubts t.iUen by SkobololV on Tuc-day 
evening wero held 21 hours. Ou Wed- 
nesday the Turks niado six attacks and 
Anally about six iu tho evening, drove 
bim out. Ho lost three cannon which ho 
bad placed in the redoubt. He asked for 
reinforcements several times, but Gen. 
Lovitzkj' refused tln-m, tliiuking Gen. 
SkobelofT had enough men to hold the re- 
doubt. Finally Gi ii. Kriloff, on his own 
rospousibilitj-, sent the remnant of the 
regiment which had attacked tho lower 
redoubt dear Plevna, and whose effectivo 
strength was reduced to 1000 mea utterly 
unfit to go into the h.ittle. Even this ro- 
giinout. arrived too late, and anolher regi- 
ment, Bont from tbo lioadquarters of the 
stair to reinforce him, anivdd when Gen. 
Skobtloff had alnaly retreated, The loss 
of ibesa reduubts is disastrous for tbe 
Rnssian attack, as it seems tbat the poss 
ession of these two redoubts and the Gri- 
vica redoubt hud been relied upon for ro- 
coiuuienceing tbe olVcnsive immediately. 
This ia now imjjes.sible until tbo arrival 
of reinforcemunt-i. Wiien I left tbe bat- 
tlelield all was quiet, except a lii;bt artil- 
lery fire. Tho Russians wero slill in poss- 
ession of Qrivicn redoubt which was un- 
der continual heavy flrel firom the Turks. 
This redoubt was visited by Ool. Welles- 
ley, who siiys it is le-aiicd full of de.id 
Russians and Roumanians.

"The Priest in Absolution." 

Tho following address has been 
forwarded by Lord Abergavenny, on 
behalf of tho Memorialists, to tbe 
Arcdibishop of Canterbury: — 
"To tho Most Reverend tbe Archbishoi) 
and Right Eeverend tho Bishops of tho 
Church of England. 

"We, the undersigned, lay members 
of tho Church of Eugiand, beg to draw 
your Lordships' attention to tho late 
disclosures concerning tho book en- 
titled 'The Priest in Absolution,' print- 
ed at the tfeqijest of the clergy of tho 
Church of England united in a society 
called 'The Holy Crops,' and to express 
our great alarm at tho introduction of 
tho practice of Auricular Confession 
into tlio Church, and our sorrow and 
deep indignation at tho extreme in- 
delicacy and impropriety of the ques- 
tions therein put to married and 
unmarried women and children. Be- 
lieving, as wo do, that the adoption of 
a system of Confession such as is sot 
forth iu tho above-uaiuod book would 
be fraught with most fatal consequences 
to the Church, and would destroy all 
tbo friendly relations e|ziBtingf between 
clergy and laity, we woiild earnestly 
and respectfully urge upon your Lord- 
ships publicly to e.xpress your cou- 
deuinatiou of such a system, and to 
withdraw all countenance from those 
who favour it, and to urge u,joa your 
clergy tho necessity of its disavowal 
and lepudiation, especially with regard 
to all jjlaces of education." 

The address is signed by the Duke of 
Westminster aud uearly one hundred 
other peers. 

The Archbishop has replied as fol- 
lows:— 

"Addington Park, Aug. 13, 1877.- 
"My Dear Lord, — I beg leave to 

acknowledge with thanks your letter 
of tho Oili accompanied by an address 
to Archbisliops aud Bishops of tho 
Church of England, signed by ninety- 
six Peers. I shall not fail, at the next 
meeting of the Bishops, to lay before 
toy brethren this ieiportaufc document. 
Meanwhile I have no hesitation in as- 
Hui iug your Lordship, aud those who 
have signed this address, that nothing 
is wanting ou my part to maintain, witb 
God's blessing tbe pure Scriptural 
character of our Reformed Church. 
With regard to the particular subject 
of Confession, to which the memorial 
refers, you will remember that tho 
Bishops of tho Proviuco of Canterbury 
have, within tho last fjw weeks, de- 
liberately reafiSrmed and called, atten- 
tion to that formal 'statement' of the 
doctrine of the Cliurch of England on 
this subject which they put forth on 
the 23d of July, 1873, and/vhich has 
since been lepiinted nnd circulated by 
order of tho House of Lords. I maj' 
also call your attention, in reference 
to present discussions, to the pastoral 
letter which was issued by theBishops 
of both Provinces on the let of 
March, 1875.
